STUDENT  GOVERNMENT 


Student  Government  (SG)  is  the  executive,  legislative,  and  judicial 
-  c  dies  of  and  for  the  students.  Three  branches  make  up  SG  -  the  senate, 
ne  Activities  Commission  (AC),  and  the  Student  Court.  Student 
G  -  v  ernment  was  created  “ to  provide  means  for  responsible  and  effective 
student  affairs,  to  maintain  academic  freedom,  academic  responsibility, 
ar.j  student  rights ;  and  to  enhance  educational,  social  and  cultural 
: pportunities.  ” 

In  paying  his/her  activity  fee,  each  full-time  undergraduate  student 
nj .  5  5/5  of  it  to  be  used  by  SG  to  fulfill  its  purpose,  becomes  a  member  of 
SG.  and  is  eligible  to  run  for  an  office  in  an  SG  election. 

SENATE: 

The  chief  legislative  and  policy-making  branch  of  the  SG  is  the  Stu¬ 
dent  Senate.  As  such,  it  coordinates  the  other  branches  of  SG,  makes  or 
approves  appointments  (to  the  Student  Court),  and  bears  responsibility 
: : :  representing  student  interests  in  the  University  community  in  matters 
: housing  and  commuting,  academic  policy,  financial  aid,  and  any  other 
.siues  in  which  students  have  a  stake. 

The  Senate  is  composed  of  32  voting  members.  These  members  are  the 
President,  Vice-President,  Secretary  and  Treasurer  of  SG,  elected  at  large 
r>>  the  Student  body,  and  seven  Senators  from  each  undergraduate  class, 
e.ected  by  their  respective  classes.  Non-voting  representative  to  the 
Senate  are  one  person  each  from  the  Activities  Commission,  the  Inter- 
Fraternity  and  Sorority  Council  (IFSC),  the  Inter-Dormitory  Council 
IDC).  and  the  University  Council  (UC).  The  Student  Trustee  is  also  a 
non-voting  member  of  the  Senate. 

The  Senate  holds  general  meetings  twice  a  month  while  classes  are  in 
fusion,  and  all  senate  meetings  are  open  to  the  public.  The  Senate  Cham- 
>ers  are  located  in  the  core  room  on  the  fourth  floor  of  Fox  Hall  (Towers). 
Meetings  are  posted  at  least  2  days  in  advance  in  the  Student  Information 
Center  and  in  the  Connector. 

Senators  for  the  Class  of  1982  will  be  elected  in  October.  Nomination 
ceadline  for  candidates  will  be  posted  at  a  later  date. 

ACTIVITIES  COMMISSION: 

The  branch  of  SG  responsible  for  coordinating  the  functions  and  fund¬ 


ing  of  all  recognized  student  clubs  and  organizations,  promoting  and 
sponsoring  social  and  cultural  activities  for  the  University  community, 
and  regulating  the  usage  of  all  facilities  under  control  of  the  SG  (The  Stu¬ 
dent  Union  Buildings)  is  the  Activities  Commission  (AC).  Thus,  the  main 
duties  of  the  AC  are  to  decide  how  to  allot  money  and  rooms  to  clubs,  and 
to  sponsor  events  such  as  concerts,  dances,  speakers.  Spring  Carnival, 
University  Week,  Thanksgiving  Week,  festivals  and  Rathskellar  enter¬ 
tainment.  The  AC  involves  a  lot  of  hard  work  and  dedication  from  mem¬ 
bers  and  volunteers  alike  to  do  such  a  tremendous  job. 

The  AC  is  composed  of  17  members.  There  are  three  representatives 
from  each  class  elected  by  their  respective  classes,  and  four  representa¬ 
tives  and  a  director  elected  at  large  by  the  student  body. 

The  AC  usually  holds  meetings  once  a  week,  and  the  meetings  are  open 
to  the  public. 

EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE: 

The  Executive  Committee  of  SG  has  the  responsibilities  of  bein^  bo  h 
the  Senate  and  AC  during  the  months  of  June,  July  and  August,  and  plan¬ 
ning  and  coordinating  Freshman  and  Transfer  Orientation.  The  Execu¬ 
tive  Committee  is  composed  of  the  President,  Vice-President,  Secretary, 
and  Treasurer  of  SG,  the  AC  Director,  and  the  Chairpersons  of  the 
Social,  Cultural,  and  Organizations  Committees  of  the  AC. 

STUDENT  COURT: 

The  Student  Court  is  the  interpretive  branch  of  SG.  They  watch  over 
the  Senate  and  AC  to  make  sure  business  is  carried  out  according  to  the 
SG  Constitution,  and  inform  the  student  body  of  any  problems  that  may 
arise. 

The  nine  Justices  of  the  Student  Court  are  nominated  by  the  Gover¬ 
nance  Committee  of  the  Senate.  When  an  opening  occurs  on  the  Court, 
nomination  details  and  deadlines  are  posted  in  the  C  onnector. 

The  best  way  to  get  Student  Government  to  work  for  you  is  to  get  in¬ 
volved.  Know  your  Senators  and  Representatives,  and  give  them  your 
opinions  and  ideas.  Volunteer  for  a  committee  on  the  Senate  or  AC,  and 
help  work  on  events  and  projects.  Attend  meetings  once  in  a  while  to  get 
an  idea  of  what  is  going  on.  Or  better  yet,  run  for  an  office  a  little  dedi¬ 
cation  can  make  you  go  a  long  way  here  at  the  University  of  Lowell.

PURPOSE  OF  UNIVERSITY  OF  LOWELL’S 
INTRAMURAL  PROGRAM 

The  purpose  of  the  Intramural  Sports  Program  is  to  af¬ 
ford  every  student  the  opportunity  to  participate  in  indivi¬ 
dual  and  or  group  competitive  experience.  Through  parti¬ 
cipation  in  physical  activity,  the  intramural  sports  program 
seeks  to  promote  health,  to  develop  friendships  and  citizen¬ 
ship,  to  provide  stimulation  through  exercise,  and  to 
encourage  the  wise  use  of  leisure  time. 

The  program  is  for  those  students  who  do  not  have  the 
time,  desire,  ability,  or  physical  attribute  to  take  part  in 
intercollegiate  athletics.  Regardless  of  ability,  each  partici¬ 
pant  may  successfully  take  part  in  a  number  of  activities. 
Intramural  sports  give  students  an  opportunity  to 
participate  in  wholesome  leisure-time  activities. 

THE  INTRAMURAL  COt^CIL 

The  Intramural  program  is  run  by  students  through  a 
council.  The  intramural  council  shall  act  in  advisory  capa¬ 
city  of  the  Director  of  Intramurals  and  his  staff.  It  shall  make 
recommendations  concerning  the  intramural  program. 

Each  Fraternity,  Sorority,  Dormitory  and  Independent 
Unit  shall  elect  one  member  for  the  academic  year  to  be 
responsible  for  liaison  between  their  team  and  the  intra¬ 
mural  staff. 

Meetings  shall  be  held  bi-monthly  at  a  time  and  place  to  be 
announced  by  the  Director.  All  teams  must  be  represented  at 
all  meetings.  Each  unit  participating  toward  the  President 
Duff  Award  receives  20  points  per  meeting  attended. 

The  council  officers  shall  be  elected  by  majority  vote  fora 
term  of  one  academic  year.  The  elected  officers  shall  be 
president,  vice  president,  and  secretary. 

INTRAMURAL  UNITS 

An  intramural  unit  is  an  organization  which  is  made  up  of 
participants  who  wish  to  compete  for  the  President  Duff 
Award. 

UNIT  ORGANIZATION 

Before  a  unit  is  allowed  to  compete  in  intramural  activi¬ 
ties,  it  must  satisfy  the  following  requirements: 

1 .  Units  should  have  a  minimum  number  of  15  parti¬ 
cipating  members. 

2.  Units  must  list  names  of  all  personnel  qualified  to 

participate  with  their  unit  and  submit  the  list  to  the 


intramural  office  one  week  before  the  scheduling  of 
the  first  intramural  activity. 

3.  Any  new  unit  must  be  organized  and  approved  by 
the  intramural  office. 

4.  Each  competing  unit  must  select  or  elect  the  fol¬ 
lowing  named  personnel  in  order  to  assure  effective 
organization  and  communication: 

A.  Unit  Manager  -  his  duties  and  qualifications 
are  discussed  in  length  later  on  in  the  handbook. 

B.  Team  Captains  -  the  team  captain  has  charge  of 
his/her  own  sport  and  must  see  that  his/ her  team 
is  ready  to  play  as  scheduled.  He/  she  will  assist  the 
unit  manager  in  every  way  possible  in  getting  the 
team  organized,  be  informed  as  to  playing  rules, 
attend  meetings,  and  cooperate  with  the  Intra¬ 
mural  Council  and  officials. 

C.  Publicity  Person  -  each  unit  should  have  a  pub¬ 
licity  person  to  report  his/her  unit’s  information 
concerning  scores,  schedules,  or  other  pertinent 
information  to  the  school  newspaper  and  Director. 

UNIT  MANAGERS  AND  THEIR  DUTIES 
Every'  social  club,  dormitory,  sorority  or  fraternity  team, 
organization  or  independent  team  taking  part  in  the  intra¬ 
mural  program  must  elect  or  appoint  a  unit  manager.  This 
manager  serves  as  contact  between  the  intramural 

is  to  compete  suc¬ 
cessfully  in  the  intramural  program,  a  good  manager  is 
necessary.  Matters  affecting  the  team  are  communicated  to 
him/  her,  and  he/ she  in  turn  is  responsible  for  passing  the 
information  to  the  team  members. 

Experience  has  always  proved  that  an  organization  con¬ 
tending  for  top  honors  has  an  alert  and  efficient  manager. 
He/  she  should  be  interested  in  sports  and  the  welfare  of  the 
organization.  The  efficient,  alert  team  manager  will  have 
teams  entered  in  all  sports,  see  that  they  are  on  hand  for  all 
games,  arrange  practice  periods,  and  work  in  close  coopera¬ 
tion  with  the  intramural  office. 

Managers  should  visit  the  intramural  office  frequently 
and  become  acquainted  with  the  staff  and  the  plan  of  organi¬ 
zation.  The  literature  and  handbook  issued  from  the  office 
will  be  of  assistance  in  carrying  out  managerial  duties. 
POSTPONEMENTS 

1 .  The  intramural  department  will  be  the  judge  of  postpone¬ 
ments.  If  necessary,  intramural  contests  may  be  postponed, 
but  such  requests  must  be  made  at  least  24  hours  before 
gametime  and  should  be  made  48  hours  in  advance  whenever 
possible. 

2.  A  scheduled  contest  may  be  postponed  only  with  the 
unanimous  agreement  of  both  team  managers  and  the  intra¬ 
mural  director.  Postponed  games  must  be  played  before  the 
regular  league  schedule  is  completed. 

3.  In  elimination  tournaments,  postponed  contests  must  be 
played  so  that  the  delay  will  not  slow  the  entire  tournament. 


4.  No  postponements  will  be  made  because  of  the  absence  of 
team  members. 

5.  A  game  which  is  postponed  without  the  approval  of  the 
intramural  director  may  result  in  a  forfeit  for  each  team. 

6.  Weather  and  school  functions  will  be  considered  cause 
for  postponement.  Social  functions  will  not  he  considered 
cause. 

HEALTH,  INJURIES  AND  INSURANCE 

Since  participation  in  the  intramural  program  is  volun¬ 
tary,  neither  the  University  nor  the  intramural  department 
will  accept  liability  for  injuries  sustained  while  participating 
in  scheduled  intramural  contests  or  in  the  general  recreation 
program.
